Limiting Per Cent Immigrants to Native-Born Cit­ 
izens Up To 1890 Declared By Italy as Unjusti­ 
fiable Discrimination Against a Friendly Nation 
- Secretary Hughes Forwards Communication.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2.—Italy has made represen­ 
tations through the State Department opposing the immigration 
committee. The communication was forwarded to the commit­ 
tee today by Secretary Hughes. 
It is aimed at the provision of 
the bill that was drafted by Chairman Johnson. The Johnson 
Bill proposes to restrict each nation's quota of immigrants to 
two per cent of the number of their native-born citizens in the 
United States up to 1890. This stipulation is described by the 
Italian government as unjustified discrimination to the detri­ 
ment of a friendly nation.

POULTRY SHOW STORY 
PRIZE BEEN WON BY 
LOUIS BEARD OF A.&M. 


W hen the school children were vis­ 
iting the recent Brazos county poul­ 
try show, which has attracted so much 
favorable comment the country over, I 
a prize of one dollar was offered by 
County A gent C. L. Beason for the 
best story sent in.

have a little of all kinds of food; so 
therefore, it is the same way with 
a chicken, he can not live and be 
profitable on ju st corn or chops. He 
must have a m ixture of grain and a 
mixture of mash. 
Each mixture 
of 
food m ust contain a percentage 
of 
different foods. 
T hat is what is call­ 
ed a balanced ration. 
M osey in Pnre-Breds. 
“ A poultry 
show teaches the peo­ 
ple th at pure-breds 
pay. 
A 
slogan 
among the people should be as fol­ 
lows: 
‘Pure-Breds pay, and no man 
can afford to m atch his time against 
a scrub.’ 
The poultry 
shows 
also 
teach 
that 
you can feed a scrub 
chicken the same kind of feed th at 
you would give a pure-bred, and the 
pure-bred will over double the profit 
over th at of the scrub.

While one may occasion­ 
ally find exceptions to this rule, as to 
any rule, it is generally true.

oniy because of their position in the 
community but because their work, 
their attitude to life and to humanity, 
their relations as an interpreter of 
the text of the Bible and its teachings 
to mankind in general, makes them 
so. 
They are frequently separated 
from their money by passing fakers, 
though they 
have 
become 
more 
shrewd in recent years than formei- 
ly. 
A smooth-talking young man in 
his early twenties, 
recently 
visited 
Marlin, Texas, and gleaned consider­ 
able ill-gotten gains from the minis­ 
ters of that place and then came on 
to Bryan and made a more or less 
rich harvest here. 
The story of his 
Marlin fleecing^* is told by the Dallas 
News: 
“Broken With Sorrow” 
MARLIN, 
Dec. 
27.— Seemingly 
sorrow-stricken from a regular epi­ 
demic of “deaths in his 
family”, a 
man fleeced two Marlin ministers re­ 
cently with his tales of woe, and ap­ 
proached another, but found the third 
pastor equipped with an even “harder 
luck” story than his own. 
Calling at the home of the Rev. 
S. D. Dollahite, pastor of the First 
Baptist church, about noon, a man 
represented that his 
wife’s 
sister 
had died in a Marlin institution. Af­ 
ter arranging with Mr. Dollahite to 
hold the funeral service, the man said 
his wife wanted to go to h ort Worth 
to bring her sister’s children back to 
Marlin but lacked just $4.85 of hav­ 
ing sufficient funds for the railway 
expense. 
Would the pastor loan him 
that amount? 
He did, and more— $5 
to be exact. 
Got One Refuxal. 
Mr. Dollahite 
investigated 
later 
in the afternoon and found he had 
been deceived. 
In the meantime, 
a 
man, believed to be the same person, 
called at the home of the Rev. Fred 
L. McFadden, pastor of 
the 
First 
Presbyterian church, and told a sim­ 
ilar story, the 
proceeds 
therefrom 
amounting to $3.50 from the minis­ 
ter’s pocket. 
A like call at the home 
of 
the 
Rev. J. W. Israel, pastor of the First 
Methodist church, was not 
so 
suc­ 
cessful. 
Although, Mr. Israel 
said 
the man apparently was sincere and 
gave no cause 
for suspicion, 
the 
Methodist minister just as sincerely 
related to his caller a “tale of woe 
that impressed the man visibly, and 
he went away 
without 
additional 
funds. 
The man appeared 
to 
be 
about 23 or 24 years old, had blond 
hair and was smooth-shaven. 
Engaged Rev. S. M. Bird. 
The man then came on to Bryan 
and worked much the 
same 
thing 
here. 
He first went to Rev. S. M. 
Bird and told him a tale of woe and 
that his sister had died in a hospital 
at Fort Worth and that he needed 
three or four dollars and some odd 
cents to get there. Rev. Bird, because 
the tale was plausible and the young 
fellow seemed 
so 
straight-forward, 
produced from his pocket. Rev. Bird 
was then engaged to preach the lun- 
eral service when the body should be 
brought here for burial. 
Dr. John A. Held, pastor 
of the 
First Baptist church came next and 
he was told that $3.85 was the sum 
required for him to get to Fort VI orth 
and Rev. Held obligingly 
gave 
him 
four dollars. 
Rev. Held stated that 
he felt some doubts 
about 
parting 
with the money for the reasons given 
at the time but felt that he might be 
doing the young man an inustiee by 
refusal and the money chanced was 
not a great sum. 
Was a Methodist Also. 
Rev. H. C. Willis, pastor of the 
First Methodist church 
was visited 
on Sunday. The young man gave the 
name of Brown, said his home was 
out near College Station, 
and men­ 
tioned the names of two or three mon 
with whoa# names Rev. VV illis was la­ 
minar. 
He repeated his tale, with 
but few words, seeming to be broken 
in spirit by his de* p sorrow and hav- 
ng, it seemed no set and fixed tale;
